THE WORLD. 


Once to every man and nation; 
Comes the moment to decide,

’ In August 1914, the world stood 


at the great cross-roads of all time 


and awaited a lead. The decision on 
which. its fate rested lay with Great 
Britain. And the world stood watch- 
ing and asked ‘‘What will Britain 
do.’’ For forty years, under a simil- 
ing mask of friendship, the evil 
forces of reaction of Fenualism 
which still breathed the spirit of the 
middle ages of -selfish despotism, 
cold-blooded militarism which re- 
garded nations but as pawns in the 
game of grab and its own unfortun- 
ate people but as cannon-fodder and 
props to the throne and been _pre- 
paring the most treacherous assault 
the world had ever known upon its 


liberties and the right to live except 


by its permission and_ hide-bound 
and cast iron lines. With diabolical 
cunning and ingenuity, every as- 
pect of the national life of Germany 
educational, scientific, commercial 
and so-called religious, had been in- 
oculated -and poisoned with the 
virus of sheer materialism and bla- 
tant militarism and had, been focus- 
ed on one sole end and aim. Ger- 
many first and the rest of the world 
nowhere. Death and destruction to 
all who stand in the way was the 
signal of -Hohenzollern and the Ger- 
man people adopted them for the 
gain they promised.

When Britain cast 
her lot against dishonor flung her 
gauntlet in the teeth of the barbar- 
ians, girded her loins with her then 
scanty girdle called her children 
from the ends of. the earth to help, 
seized the keys of all the seas “and 
put all her resources at the disposal 
of her Allies.

In those first black days Britain 
saved the world. Talk it over quietly 
with the men who were at Mons 
and Landrecies, Le Cateau and later 
northwest of Paris when Von Kiuck 
was sweeping down upon it “and 
they will quietly tell you that they 
were helped in those critical. times. 
How and by whom they know-.not 
but they know that the Germans 
could, and by all the laws of: "war 
ought to have walked right over 
them and did not. Why, they know 
no more than the Germans them- 
selves. And sol claim that. it’ was 
Britain, plus something beyond our 
ken, that saved the world. in those 
terrific days of 1914..-And as we 
look back along the ways by which 
we have been Jed through this dread- 
ful Valley of Shadows we should 
all be truly thankful for the help so 
timely given.

Will Be of Great Value 
Weather 

‘At present, the weather is the great 
natural enemy of aviation, but before 
long it will be fully conquered. Two 
things are needed for victory. One is 
the niultiplication of -mcteordlogical 
stations so that aviators may have 
fore-knowledge of the weather condi- 
tions they are likely to meet on long 
flights. The second is the use of di- 
rection-finding wireless  appartus. 
This apparatus is a British war pro- 
duct and is at present a sccret, but 
we shall soon Icarn all about — the 
means by which British C 
were able to provide aircraft with 
instruments which indicated the dis- 
tance and direction of wireless sta- 
tions on land. Aircraft so equipped 
can fix their position frequently, can 
report to their base at any moment 
where they‘are, what course they are 
stecring and whether they are in any 
diffiguity. Thus the imperial “wireless 
ane will be an indispensable factor 
in the organization of long-distance 
flying. The direction-finding  wire- 
less instruments will? of caurse, be of 
great value to shipping in - foggy 
wéather or when the .clouds. prevent 
‘the steering of a course by the stars.

Beaten Foe Is In- 
stinctive 

The British were an imperial race 
far back- in their history, but never 
did they manifest it so superbly as 
on November 21 of immortal mem- 
ory. Not even the’genius of Shake- 
speare or AEschylus ever conceived: 
of a setting,so vast and magnificent 
of the whole world as an unseen audi: 
ence, as it were,’ or of panoplied 
might. on such a vast scale. But 
there was little material in the im- 
pression given by the unprecedented 
spectacle in the North sea. .It was 
mainly spiritual.

The German as a foe 
wallowed in deviltry, but in the hour 
of his abasement Britons, naval and 
civilian, added nothing to it that was 
not absolutely necessary.: Chivalry 
was out of the question, so was pity.

| Historical Museum Proposed 


| For Preservation of Alberta’s Records 
‘ and Relics 
Edmonton, Alta, — That a museum 
be established for the preservation 
and exhibition of the historical relics 
and records pertaining to the early 
development of Alberta, was the sug- 
| gestion made at a meeting of the Al- 
|berta Historical Society, which — is _ 
about to be reorganized. The pro- 
vincial government may be asked for 
some assistance in the way of a grant 
with which the worl can be financ- 
ed, The idea was supported by the 
lieutenant-governor, M?. Brett, who. 
pointed out the desirability of pre-. 
serving the historical records of both 
northern and. southern. parts of the 
province. The establishment of a-so- 
ciety for historical research was also 
suggested, 
At the present time there is no 
museum of this kind in the province 
although there are several splendid 
collections of relics of-the early days, 
and of the Indian work, which is rap- 
idly deteriorating. It was at one time 
suggested that the old Ft. Edmonton, 
situated on the banks of the Saskat- 
chewan south of the legislative build- ©” ais 
ings, be restored and utilized for this 
purpose, but in the spring of 1914 the 
buildings were topn down and the 
ground’ upon which they stood level- 
ed in-accordance with the scheme of 
landscape gardening being worked 
‘out on the grounds of the legislative 
buildings.
